FOR THE FARMERS. 


A LEVEL-MEADED OLD TIMER GIVES 
SOME PRACTICAL ADVICE. 


Wet Weather Counsels — Seeding—Catch 
Cropa—Summer-fallowing, How to Get 
the Best Resuitse--Breaking and Back- 
setting --Colte and Their Breedirg- 


The extraordinary weather conditions 
of this spring completely upset all the 
usual aspects of Manitolia farming. We 
ased to plan carefully how to sow 80 as 
save every drop of moisture in the land 
and prevent the mold from being blown 
away any windy day after the seed was 
patin. Now weare perplexed how to 
get wide areas drained ol! eutliciently to 
keeping the horses from eipking in the 
wet, and only light-legg:d horses can get 
over the groand fast.encugh to ayoid 
getting bemired. There is now a_ pros- 
pect of getting oate and barley put in 
shape for a first rate peeding, all that is 
wanted being patience for a day or two. 
It doea not hasten growth at all to have 
plowing done in a meeky condition, and 
ifthe land is a little raw, it st ould be let 
dry a day then seeded. One days’ drouth 
will make the wet clods cromble onder 
the harrow. Give them time to dry and 
they ywitl stay solid tilla shower comes 
to burst them open. There need he no 
ditlenity in sowing barley —ave and eyen 
oats, rightalong to the middle of Jane. 
We have never heard of early fall frosts 
after a wet spring and even if they do 
caine, the crop may be cnt as feed and 
prove as good value as if it had been cut 
ripe with the cost of threshing added on, 
I conld tell of cases where barley sown 
on Dominion day paid better value as 
atock teed than that cut in the regular 
fashion and in ita proper saason, I have 
even seen late sown wheat live through 
a night's frost that spoiled half ripe grain 
and beara capital grade of ripe wheat in 
October, This is of littl advantage to 
the mere grain grower but the man who 
wanta a eeore of gocd beef steers, or 4 
voxel coltor fall or winter fodder for 
dairy cows need not lose a doliar througn 
having late sown grain in euch a year as 
this, [fhe haga sleepy head and can 
only do so along in the od ruts anybody 
can get into the hole when the weather 
i4 Bot as it nsed to be, bata live man will 
make money just. Where the other fellow 
makes np his mind todrop it. 


It. ia not only their eflecton grain crops 
that we must look at these down-poure. 
[ have never geen such a ayorable season 
for breaking, and T know men who, when 
other people were seeding on puddled 
land, could doa day’s breaking of choice 
quality, and let the seed stand in the bag 
till it wee properto put it inthe land. 
Net an hour need be iost by men whe 
haye prairie sod to break up, and IT can 
promise them that the sed broken now 
will next #pring be in finer condition for 
awheatcropthanany they haye done 
for years past. The only thing 
to be guaranteed against is too 
deep backsetting, which would be Jikely 
Lo raise an excessive straw vrowth next 
year. Forall land broken this spring 
let me suggest as shallow backseltii@ as 
possible, and ifmaturally rich soil I would 
like to see some of ittried without slmost 
any backsetting, except Lo eut it up with 
a diese harrow. Preparing land for any 
crop is something like cooking a dinner. 
lf there is food for twenty people cooked 
and only fen to eat it, they may get more 
harm han good fromthe extra supply. 
fo work breaking in such a year as this 
g0 285 10 have heavy growth next yearmay 
be a very foolish policy. I should like to 
see somebody plow a rather deepish 
breaking on twenty or thirty acres and 
sow if in oats or barley, or even turnips, 
say un few acres of yellow and Swedes, 
and observe the contrast to the revular 
methods of procedure. | wonld venture 


to Prophecy that early breaking seeding | 


With two or three pounds to the acro of 
turnip seed will give fuli satisfaction te 
anyone that makes the experiment, It 
is quite likely that the wheat crop of next 
apanon would be quite strongenough, and 
earlier ripe than land broken and baek- 
set in the repniar way.
